AMUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  LTH 
for  the  Urban  Tistrict  of  Clevedon  for  the  year  19A9 
Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and.  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  a report  upon  the  health  and  sanitary 
conditions  of  the  Urban  District  for  the  year  19A9  aiid  to  attach  a report  from  your 
Sanitary  Inspector  for  the  same  period. 

The  physical  health  of  the  population  has  been  remarkably  good  though  I 
still  think  that  the  housev/ife  has  to  carry  an  undue  share  of  anxiety  in  her  effort 
to  provide  her  family  with  an  attractive  and  varied  diet.  In  spite  of  all  efforts 
to  relieve  the  situation,  housing  shortage  is  our  major  problem  at  the  moment  and 
we  hope  that  there  will  not  be  undue  delay  in  proceeding  with  the  development  of  the 
new  estate  comprising  157  houses,  flats  and  shops. 

It  is  very  gratifying  to  report  the  continued  absence  of  serious  epidemic 
disease.  There  has  been  no  single  case  of  diphtheria  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that 
parents  will  continue  to  give  their  children  the  obvious  benefit  of  protection  fi-om 
this  disease,  ’le  have  had  three  cases  of  Infantile  Paralysis,  one  of  which  proved 
fatal;  all  victims  were  adults  and  in  two  at  least  the  infection  had  in  all  probability 
been  contracted  elsewhere.  Measles,  in  comparatively  mild  form,  was  prevalent  during 
the  first  quarter  and  whooping  cough  was  present  at  the  same  time  but  there  were  no 
fatalities  from  either  of  these  diseases.  There  have  been  some  new  cases  of 
tuberculosis  but  it  would  be  unwise  to  draw  any  general  inferences  from  these  figures. 

It  would  appear  that  there  has  been  a definite  decline  in  the  numbers  of 
children  protected  against  smallpox  by  vaccination  in  the  last  two  years  and  though 
’■•e  Eire  not  on  the  direct  route  of  intercontinental  travel  we  caroiot  afford  to  ignore 
the  warnings  the  country  has  had  of  the  danger  of  virulent  smallpox;  when  the  soil  is 
suitably  prepared  by  neglect  of  vaccination  the  disease  v/ill  find  a loophole  in  our 
energency  defences. 

There  have  been  no  outbreaks  of  food  poisoning  but  in  this  connection  it 
would  seem  desirable  that  all  icecream,  prepared  under  strict  supervision,  should  be 
retailed  in  separate  cartons  and  not  dispensed  from  bulk. 

The  general  level  of  sanitation  in  the  to^m  is  fairly  good  but  the  refuse 
tip  wants  careful  watching  to  prevent  nuisance  from  flies  or  objectionable  smell. 

The  water  supply  is  ample  in  quantity  iand  of  excellent  quality  as  revealed  by  regular 
bacteriological  examine. t ion.  It  is  chlorinated  as  a precaution  against  possible 
contamiration  from  building  sites  in  the  catchment  area  which  a'^e  beyond  your  boundaries 
and  yoTir  control. 

There  is  still  room  for  improvement  in  many  directions  in  the  preparation, 
cooking  and  retailing  of  foodstuffs;  kitchens,  sculleries  and  cooking  utensils  are 
not  usually  appraised  in  the  same  way  as  are  the  more  obvious  comforts  of  the  lounges 
and  other  public  rooms.  Bread  which  does  not  undergo  the  saving  precaution  of  being 
cooked  before  consumption  is  still  too  frequently  transported  uncovered  in  ill- 
conditioned  vans  and  deposited  on  the  doorstep.  Pasteurisation  and  bottling  of 
milk  have  made  much  headway  in  recent  years  but  we  still  lag  behind  in  the  raising 
of  tubercule  -free  herds  on  our  farms;  there  is  novr  promise  of  a speeding-up  in  this 
direction. 

And  the  very  ten^^o  of  our  modern  urban  life,  even  of  our  recreation  and 
amusements,  threatens  to  destroy  that  calm  serenity  nr  equanimity  which  was  formerly 
the  happy  estate  of  the  ’village  blacksmith' , 

The  local  hospital  continues  its  good  work  for  the  community;  the  District 
Nurses  respond  to  all  the  many  calls  that  are  made  upon  them;  it  is  hoped  that  in 
the  not  too  distant  fut\ire  the  new  local  maternity  unit  will  be  functioning,  thereby 
relieving  the  anxieties  of  the  expectant  mothers.  There  is  still  a considerable  body 
of  loyal  voluntary  workers  who  help  to  run  the  St,  John  Ambulance  v/hich  is  ready 
to  meet  all  demands  that  are  made  upon  them. 

I have  to  acknowledge  with  thanks  the  help  and  co-operation  of  all  members 
of  the  local  staff,  of  my  professional  colleagues  and  of  the  County  and  Bristol  Health 
authorities.

HOUSE  REPUSE  COLLECTION 


Although  there  have  been  some  improvements  in  this  service,  there  are  still 
so-ie  difficulties  and  complaints  come  in  occasionally,  some  justified,  others  through 
lack  of  appreciation  of  the  effect  of  Y\?eather  conditions  and  growth  of  tonnage  oollected. 

The  area  of  Glevedon  is  divided  into  5 inner  districts  and  one  outside  district 
and  so  arranged  that  one  day  is  allotted  for  each  district,  thus  getting  in  the 
collection  of  the  whole  area  each  week.  Weather  conditions  and  breakdowns  sometiaies 
delay  the  colleotion,  YYhich  is  unavoidable  and  consequently  complaints  and  often  abuse 
come  on  the  'phone  and  by  letter,  I ara  av/are  that  complaints  are  justljr  made  at  times  of 
the  owerfloY;  of  refuse  duxing  collection  OY/ing  to  the  bins  being  tipped  into  carrying 
baths  and  questions  are  sometiTces  asked  Y^hy  the  men  do  not  carry  out  the  bins  and 
empty  them  in  the  waggon.  The  use  of  baths  was  introduced  to  avoid  the  double  journey 
of  carrying  out  and  returning  the  bins  (quite  a distance  in  many  houses)  and  thus 
erasure  time  to  enable  the  collections  to  be  made  Yd.thjn  the  week.  I have  calculated 
that  each  refuse  collector  walks  approximately  Vj  miles  per  day  with  his  load  and  without 
tile  use  of  baths,  another  mile  v/ould  be  added,  it  must  be  borne  in  mind  too,  that  over 
33  houses  and  30  flats  have  been  added  for  collection  during  the  year  and  additional 
houses  are  continuously  being  ad.ded. 

The  estimated  tonnage  oollected  this  year  is  2,iiJ00,  an  increase  of  ^+00  tons  over 
last  year.

There  are  210  shops  nov<i  registered  in  the  District. 

The  conditions  laid  down  hy  the  Acts  have  been  reasonably  observed  and  only  a 
few  notifications  and  notices  have  been  necessary,  I have  not  observed  any  open 
violation. 

Seats  for  assistants  (under  section  3)  are  supplied  vi/here  required  and  no  complaint 
have  been  received  that  opportunities  for  use  have  been  denied. 

Lighting  has  been  found  to  be  generally  good  but  adjustments  and  replacements 
have,  in  some  cases j been  inadvertently  overlooked. 

Sanitary  conveniences  have^  in  most  cases,  been  adequate.  Additional  conveniences 
have  been  added  to  two  shops. 

No  complaints  have  been  received  in  regard  to  facilities  for  taking  meals. 

The  exhibition  of  Notices  in  regard  to  half  holidays  has  been  fairly  well  observed. 

Five  cases  of  non-fulfilment  were  complied  with  after  first  notification.

Records  have  been  kept  of  young  persons  employed  and  notices  exhibited  in  the 
shops  giving  ages,  condition  of  service,  etc.,  and  have  been  checked  periodically.
